Brave and Resourceful 
Navy Flyer Was Gal- 
lant Leader of Frisco- 
‘Hawaii Trip. 


Philadelphia, August 27.— 
(AP) — Commander John 
Rodgers, hero of the San Fran- 
cisco-Hawaiian flight, is dead. 

The brave and resourceful 
navy flier who warded off death 
on the broad Pacific ocean was 
killed as the result of a drop in 
a land plane into shallow water 
of the Delaware river this aft- 
ernoon. He was injured so se- 
riously that death overtook him 
in the naval hospital in .two 


hours. He died at 5'o’clock. 


Samuel Schultz, of Philledel- 
phia, his mechanician, with & 
broken back, lay near death to- 
night in the hospital of the 
Philadelphia navy yard, near 
which the accident occurred. 

Stories Differ 

Eye-witnesses differ on the dis- 


tance the commander fell, but most 


of them agreed it was between 30 
and 450 feet, as he was gliding to 
make a landfng. 

A naval board of inquest was 
called immediately and it was an- 
aounced that no public statement 
would be made until a report was 
presented to the secretary of the 


navy and Rear Admiral W. A. Mof- 
 fett, chief of the bureau of aero- 


nautics. 

The cause of death so far ag navy 
surgeons could determine tonight, 
was hemorrhages due to broken ribs 
puncturing vital organs. Many of the 
ribs on one side were crushed in. One 
of his legs broken in two places and 
cut open. 


7 Suffe: Great Pain. 


The famous commander suffered 
great pain and was unconscious at 
intervals, but he was able in the true 
navy fashion to give fragments of in- 
formation to naval officers as his life 
ebbed away. 

Commander Rodgers was just end- 
ing a flight from the Anacostia field, 
Washington, D. C., to inspect at the 
aircraft factory in the navy yard some 
new planes of the type used on the 
historic cross Pacific flight. His

Muskogee, Okla., August 27.—(P)— 
Eluding posses made up of nearly 
100 men, two desperadoes believed to 
belong to the gang that Wednesday 
robbed two Covington, Okla., banks, 
today had escaped into the hills of 
western Arkansas, after wounding 
three officers, one fatally, comman- 
deering their car and kidnaping one of 


them. 
Two pitched battles between the 


outlaws and their purusers were held 
during the day, one in Sequoyah coun- 
ty, Oklahoma, the other near Rudy, 


Ark, 

Police Chief J. C. Woll, of Salli- 
daw, and Perry Chuculate and Bert 
Cotton, Sequoyeh county deputy 
sheriffs, were ee aed in the first 
engagement with the men. Chuculate 
died early tonight at Fort Smith, Ark. 
The outlaws then took the officers’ 
car and fled, forcing Woll to accom- 
pany them. Woll was wounded slight- 
ly in the shoulder. Soon afterward, 
they picked up a farmer who was 


walking along the highway and added 
him to the party, presumably as a 
guide through the hilly country. 
Driving in an erratic course through 
Sequoyah county they arrived this aft- 
ernoon in Arkansas. Woll, wounded 
in the shoulder, was flung from the 
car at Petersville. Members of the 
pursuing posse took him to Van Bv- 
ren, where it was said his condition 
was not serious. The farmer was be- 
lieved to have been released previously. 


WOUNDED IN BATTLE 
DEPUTY SHERIFF DIES.

Perry Chuculate, deputy sheriff at 
Sallisaw, Sequoyah county, Okla., died 
in a Ft. Smith hospital at 5:50 o’clock 
this afternoon, of a gunshot wound 
received this: morning in a _ pitched 
battle with two bandits. 

Bandits Seize Car. 

J. ©. Woll, chief of police of 
Sallisaw was kidnapped by the bandits 
after the gun battle, which occurred 
just before 11 o’clock this morning, 
three miles west of Sallisaw. Because 
the bandits car, a closed model, had 
been disabled during the battle, the 
robbers fled in the touring car of Dan 
Sharp, another Sequoyah county dep- 
uty.

Woll positively identified photo- 
graphs of G. W. and Matthew Kimes, 
formerly of Chester, Ark., and named 
in an Okmulgee, Okla., warrant, 
charging the robbery with firearms 
of a bank at Beggs, Okla., two weeks 
ago, as his two captors. The photo- 
graphs were taken with two young 
girls, who, r-ords disclosed, were 
married to the Kimes boys August 13

MORRIS ASSAILED 
BY W.D. HOFFMAN 


‘Railroading’ Charged to 
Eubanks by Slate in 
Heated Verbal Tilt Over 
Book Purchase. 


Branding as a “damnable outrage” 
futile efforts of a trio of the board 
of @ucation—Dr. Fred Morris, J. W. 
Maddox and W. C. Slate—to prevent 
purchase of supplementary history 
books in Atlanta public schools, W. 
‘D. .Hoffman Friday afternoon as- 
sailed Dr. Morris for his stand and 
what promised to be a personal en- 
counter was averted only by interven- 
tion of Dr. R. M. Eubanks, president 
of the board. 

The three, who were attacked for 
their “intolerant stand and ignorance 
of what history is,” attempted to send 
the proposal to purchase $150 worth 
of supplementary reading texts for 
each of the four junior,bigh schools to 
the text bodk committee of the board. 

The latest flare in the long drawn 
out fight in the selection of a history 
for junior high school students was 
precipitated when Willis A. Sutton, 
superintndent of schools, brought in 
the recommendation that “Robinson 
and Breasted” history texts be used in 
conjunction with the recently adopted 
Es Modern Europe and Its 
Beginnings.” At the time McNeal’s 
book was decided on, “Webster’s Early 
European History” was outlawed on 
recommendation of the text book com- 
mittee on complaint of certain members 
of the board that it “reeked of Cathol- 
icism,”’ 

“Ravings of Ignorance.” 

In his fight on the proposed new 

books Friday, Dr. Morris declared it 
was an attempt to thwart just what 
the board had voted to do, and that 
acceptance of the proposal would in- 
ject into the school curriculum a liberal 
course in “Romanism.” 
Mr. Hoffman assailed this as the 
ravings of ignorance” and declared 
that “civilization and culture are so 
interwoven with the “Catholic church 
in the Roman and other European em- 
pires that ignorance of the fundament- 
als is inexcusable.” 

It was at this juncture that Dr. 
Morris jumped to his feet to resent Mr. 
Hoffman’s remarks, and a scathing 
exchange of personalities followed. In 
the heat of the argument, just when 
challenges had been hurled and ac- 
cepted, Dr. Eubanks succeeded in 
making his gavel heard and restored 
order with difficulty. In former meet- 
ings, Dr. Eubanks has threatened to 
remove from the meeting hall members 
who engaged in such fiery vindictives, 
but Friday, if he had ejected those 
engaged in the tilt, he would have 
broken the quorum of the session, and 
for the third time during this month, 


the board would have been forced to 
adjourn without completing a meet- 


ing. 
Nine Members Present, 

Only nine members of the board 
were present Friday, and as the ses- 
si0n Was a special called meeting to 
consider Prva nee £8 matters eight 
members constituted a quorum. In 
an ordinary session seven members 
are a quorum, 

The motion to refer the history- 
book question to committee was beaten 
in the vote. Mr, Slate charged Dr. 
Eubanks with an “attempt to rail- 
road” by announcing the result of the 
ballot’ without allowing “time,” accord- 
ing to his claim, in order that he might 
move for reconsideration. 

“Mr. Slate, prior to taking the vote 
on the pro D served notice that he 
would vote in favor of it in order to 
have it reconsidered, but when the 
ballot was taken failed to do'so, and 
after the result was announced, Dr. 
Eubanks @eclined to allow him to 
change.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
CALLED 10 INQUIRE 
INTO GUN RUNNING 


Foreign Minister of Nica- 
ragua Charges Mexico 
With Operating Warship 
Against Country’s Peace 


NO INTERVENTION 
ASKED OF LEAGUE 


Two Americans Reported 
Seriously Injured in At- 
tack by Revolutionists 
on Puerto Cabezas. 


Geneva, Switzerland, August 27.— 
(?)—The American continent sudden- 
ly and sensationally entered the do- 
main of possible League of Nations 
political activities today when Nica- 
ragua filed a protest against Mexico, 


alleging a freebooting expedition by 


an auxiliary Mexican warship to help 
Nicaraguan revolutionaries overthrow 
the government. 

Nicaragua, in its note of protest, 
does not request specific league action, 
but Sir’ Erie Drummond, secretary 
general of the league, has forwarded 
the protest to all the members of the 
organization, as well as Mexico, 4 
non-member. The secretary general 
also has communicated to the Mexican 
government that, in accordance with 


‘the regular procedure of the~teague, : 


Mexico may forward to league mem- 
bers any communication which it may 
consider desirable in connection with 
the Nicaraguan note. The .seague 
covenant provides that non-members 
shall be invited to accept obligation of 
membership in case of a dispute be- 
tween members and non-members. 
First Latin-American Dispute. 


This is the first time a Latin-Amer- 
ican dispute has come before the 
league, and ® opens the question as 
to what attittde the league will adopt 
in a dispute arising on the American 
continent. The covenant prohibits any 
action affecting the validity of the 
Monroe dostrine. 

The league is awaiting an answer 
to the Nicaraguan accusation, so that 
both sides may be told. There is specu- 
lation as to whether the protest will 
merge into a definite appea] for in- 
vestigation by the council as a matter 
affecting friendly relations, especially 
as the Nicaraguan foreign minister 
has denounced Mexico to the world 
as having flagrantly violated the 
rights of the Nicaraguan republic by 
the use of force. 


Would Make Probe. 


Should this occur, the council would 
make an investigation and recommend 
such action as seemed best. Then, if 
Mexico refused to accept temporary 
membership in the league and resort- 
ed to war, league penalties would op- 
erate against her. 

The note of the Nicaraguan foreign 
minister concludes: 

_have sent a strong protest to the 
Mexican government in regard to its 
illegal conduct, and I denounce it to 
the world for having flagrantly abused 
its power in violating the fundamental 
rights of this republic.”

GASOLINE GOUGING. 

Advices from Washington state 
that Senator Trammell, of Florida, 
who has just arrived at the ‘capital, 
is asking the federal trade commis- 
sion to inquire into the high price 
of gasoline. 

This is possibly the one-thou- 
sandth request upon the trade com- 
mission for the same thing, and yet 
what has beén accomplished? 

That there is wide variation in 
prices, not justified by freight dif- 
ferentials,-is as well known as it is 
known that the sun rises ‘in the 
east. 


Georgia seems to be the most 
penalized of all the states. We have 
a four-cent gasoline tax for the pur- 
pose of building a state system of 
paved roads from ‘the proceeds of 
which fund tHe United States gov- 
ernment officially reports that 
$1,800,000 goes into maintenance 
alone and North Carolina, with 
paved highways connecting prac- 
tically eveny county seat and town 
and city in the state, has the same 
four-cent tax. North Carolina’s 
revenue from this tax is almost 
double what it is in Georgia be- 
cause automobiles seek good roads 
on which to travel, and they must 
use gasoline as a motor fuel. And 
yet, strange as it may seem, the 
price of gasoline—filling station 
price plus the same gallon tax—is 
as a rule from four to six cents a 
gallon less in North Carolina than 
in Georgia. 

In many ‘states in the middle 
west, and on the Pacific coast, the 
price of gasoline is far less than in 
Georgia, and in other southeastern 
States. It is less today in some of 
the New England states. Why? 

The federal trade commission, has 
been repeatedly appealed to. Con- 
gress has been appealed to. But 
the wide range in prices, costing 
Georgians alone millions of dollars 
a year, as a rule, continues without 
tabatement. 

The anti-trust law has been 
worked to a frazzle in trying to 
cope with the situation., The old 
petroleum combine was ‘broken into 
parts, and reorganized under a num- 
ber of separate corporate names. 
But what of it? The combination 
of the many-is as impregnable as a 
combination under ong corporate’ 
title.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WM BRADY. 


THE TRUTH IN EASY 
INSTALLMENTS. 
George Bernard Shaw told a medi- 


cal convention in England 20 years 
ago that the family physician dare 
not tell his patient the truth lest the 
patients change doctors. On the other 
hand, Dr. Richard QO. Cabot tells us in 
America that the doctor’s lie is always 
detected. So what are we going to do 
when confronted with a problem? 

To a doctor in practice it seems 
easy enough to tell the unvarnished 
truth in priat. To a doctor in print, 
believe me, it is not so easy. If a 
doctor in practice gets caught telling 
the truth he stands to lose only a 
patient or two, and maybe a poor pa- 
tient at that. But when a doctor in 
print gets caught blatting the truth he 
has to find another publisher. and be- 
heve me again, publishers are hard- 
boiled patrohs. 

An unusually considerate publisher 
who caught me telling the truth had 
a little talk with me about it. He 
started with the assumption that the 
truth I had blurted out is not so, in- 
asmuch as his years of experience had 
convinced him about that. But he 
was charitible and he suggested that 
instead of blurting it out as I had 
done, and shocking and frightening 
people so, I should dole it out in easy 
installments, break it gently, devote a 
year or two to changing from yes to 
no, if people generally believed yes 
was right. My kindly publisher prob- 
ably knows a good deal more about 
the psychology of the question than I 
do. Probably his own assumption that 
this particular truth is not so typi- 
fies the general reaction of the laity. 
Had he been my patient, instead of 
‘my publisher, the chances are he 
would have discharged his doctor and 
engaged another with views which 
would run along with his own on the 
subject in question. 

Health or sanitary authorities in 
general insist on certain regulations 
or ordinances which have to do with 
cleanliness.. For example, they en- 
deavor to prohibit the use of the com- 
mon drinking cup; to require the use 
of the boiling water or steam sterili- 
zation for glasses and other common 
utensils in which beverages or deli- 
cacies are served at soda fountains, 
hot dog stands and other eating 
places; to provide certain rules for 
the cleaning of ‘utensils and hands be- 
for barber or hair dresser shall serve 
a customer; to prohibit the exposure 
of food which is consumed raw; to 
prohibit the maintenance o. fountains, 
ponds, pools, cistern barrels or other 
bodies of open standing water where 
mosquitoes may breed; to probibit ex- 
pectoration in public places. These 
and many similar regulations are in- 
cluded in the sanitary code or laws of 
many communities. ut do the health 
or sanitary authorities enforce such 
regulations to any noticeable extent? 
No, end for the very same reason that 
my publisher friend would have the 
truth doled out by easy stages—the 
sanitary authorities feel that the peo- 
ple are as yet not sufficiently edu- 
cated in hygiene and sanitation to 
comprehend the justice and wisdom in 
such regulations. p 

A representative view of the psy- 
chology of the sanitary authorities is 

resented in the advieg ‘recently pub- 
ished by the head of the federal 
health bureau. “It is the duty of any- 
one who drinks at a soda fowntain, a 
restaurant or any other place, to find 
out whether the receptacle from which 
he drinks is safe, and if not. to demand 
one that is. Insanitary conditions of 
whatever nature should be immediate- 
ly reported to the lécal health authori- 
ties.

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STORM DAMAGES 


New Orleans, 
Estimates of storm damage tonight 
had mounted until they stood between 
the five and ten million mark as re- 
ports continued to come into New 
Orleans from the devastated area of 
Wednesday night’s hurricane. 

The death list stood at five, al- 
though there were several reporis of 
persons missing in different localities. 
These, however, were believed to have 
taken refuge at isolated places where 
communication had been cut off by 
shattered telephone and _ telegraph 
lines. 

Vivid Stories of Damage. 

Newspapermen who journeyed 200 
miles through the storm-swept area, 


told vivid stories of the storm’s toll. 
Towns, villages and farm houses were 
twisted masses of wreckage. Cane 
fields were flattened. Cotton and corn 
fields were ruined by the improvident 
harvester. Hundreds of acres of rice 
fell victim to the storm which deluged 
them with salt water. .The storm, 
striking Morgan City 4nd Houma, 
Burrwood, Thibodeaux and Labadie- 
ville, Schreiver, Napoleonville and 
Paincourtville, loosed its fury upon the 
sugar belt of Louisiana. Dozens of 
splendid sugar factories along Bayou 
Lafourche and Bayou Terrebonne were 
badly damaged by the storm. 

» The factory of E. J. Robichaux com- 
pany at Cedar Grove was wrecked and 
thousands of sacks of sugar in ware- 
houses were drenched by the driving 
rain when roofs were torn off by the 
hurricane, 

Livestock Killed. 


Loss of the sugar planters was not 
confined to the premature harvest of 
their crops by the winds. Livestock 
died as barns crumpled upon them. 
Farm houses swayed, rocked and dis- 
solved before the pounding fury of 
the wind, windows smashed, chimneys 
crumbled and water rose in the houses. 

Rain gauges at Glenwood and Made- 
wood showed that more than 13 inches 
of rain fell in less than 12 hours 
driven in sheets before the hurricane 
which at times attained a velocity of 
120 miles an hour. 

Newspapermes reported that not a 
single house in a journey that carried 
them 200 miles through the path of 
the storm, was found that was un- 
damaged. ‘The most modern homes 
escaped with the loss of a roof. Those 
of less substantial construction were 
smashed. 

Anxiety was expressed for the safety 
of a group of prominent Thi ux 
citizens who went to Timbalier Island 
in the Gulf of Mexico early Monday. 
All efforts to communicate with Tim- 
bailer Island or the lighthouse there 
had failed today because the bayous 
were clogged with water lilies.

Plane Goes Into Glide. 


A few officers and men watched 
the arrival and saw the plane go into 
a slow glide.

Sud- 
denly it was noticed that something 
was wrong and before anyone could 
realize it the plane shot downward 
into about three and a half feet of 
water, approximately 100 feet from 
shore,

shock of the fall broke the propeller. 
Water welled into the pit but Com- 
mander Rodgers and his companion 
were sitting high enough to keep their 
heads above the surface of the river 
and save themselves from drowning. 

Officers, sailors and marines leaped 
into the water and floundered out to 
the rescue. Others tumbled into a‘: 
20-foot navy barge and pulled out to 
the wreckage, The first efforts to lift 
the commander out of the plane were 
unavailing, eye-witnesses said. he 
commander and his mechanician were 
conscious but their faces showed they 
were in great pain. The engine of the 
plane was ly lodged against Rod- 
gers’ chest. Stalwart sailors and ma- 
rines tugged and pulled as best they 
cowld, but finally had to send hurriedly 
for wrenches and saws. Despite their 
best efforts it took fully 50 minutes 
to move the engine and release the 
wreckage from the commander’s leg. 


Schultz Lifted Out. 


Schultz, meanwhile, had been lifted 
from the wreckage and was hurried 
to a hospital. A special stretcher used 
for airplane accidents was brought 
alongside the wreckage and sailors 
lifted him in their arms and placed 
him on it. 

A naval ambulance was waiting 
when Commander Rodgers’ was 
brought ashore. He was conscious, 
thanks to stimulants given him by 
members of the medical corps who 
rowed out to him. Suffering intense 
agony, the commander wrung his 
hands and his face took on the hue 
of death, but he pulled himself together 
and directed his rescuers how to carry 
him to ease his pain. 

“Easy boys, go easy,” he said in a 
low voice. 

No one was admitted to the hospital 
except those who had business within. 
Some time afterward it was given out 
that Commander Rodgers suffered a 
broken leg and some minor injuries. 


Casts Pall of Gloom. 


The announcement of his death 
came suddenly and sent a pall of gloom 
over the entire yard. Word quickly 
reached the sesqui-centennial grounds 
which adjoin the navy yards, and all 
exhibition flights were halted. 

Governor Ritchie, of Maryland, and 
Mayor Kendrick, of Philadelphia, who 
were participants in Maryland day 
ceremonies at the exposition grounds, 
were in the navy yard under honorary 
escort of naval officers when they 
heard of the accident. They hurried 
to the héspital to offer their sympa- 
thy.

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SRL LAW STUDENT

Childress, Texas, August 27.—(/)— 
A “cheerful journey” into the west 
to take up new work, enced abrupt- 
ly in death here today for Miss Lila 
Clark Franklin, 22, girl lawyer of 
Ardmore, Okla., who was found dead 
in a hotel.

Going to California. . 

Spann said that he and Farmer 
went to Ardmore yesterday to take 
Miss Franklin on their trip to Cali- 
fornia, where the young men expected 
to enter the law school of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. 

“She was cheerful all the way and 
glad she was going to California where 
an uncle and a brother reside,” said 
Spann. She expected to practice law 
there and considered it a great jour- 
ney, he added. 

“I graduated in the same class with 
Miss Franklin last spring at Cumber- 
land Law school, Lebanon, Tenn. I 
had not seen ier since, but we had 
corresponded in a friendly way and 
when I wrote her I expected to go to 
California by automobile, she wanted 
to make the trip with us. 

“The idea of picking her up at Ard- 
more was really an afterthoucht. 
When we reached Baton Rouge, La., 
we thought we could just as well go 
by way of Ardmore, so we went 
slightly out of our way to get her. 

Starts on Trip. 

“She got ready in two hours. We 
told her we didn’t have enough money 
to take three peeple on the-trip, so 
she drew her small account of "S100 
and we started forth as though on 
a jark.” 

Spann said there was no question 
of an engagement between himself 
and Miss Franklin as reported. He 
denied that she had killed herself be- 
cause of a broken romance as far as

Resume Hearing Today. 


At 4 o’clock Friday afternoon the 
bankruptcy hearing in federal court 
was adjourned until 10 o’clock this 
morning. Attorney Jones announced 
that “we are through with Mr. Man- 
ley for the present.” The banker, 
trembling and uncertain in his walk, 
was escorted from the courtroom by 
Mrs. Manley and his son, Rankin 
Manley, who sat through the banker’s 
testimony attentively interested. Aft- 
er Manley departed, attorneys for both 
sides agreed on adjournment until tbis 
morning at 10 o'clock, at which time 
other witnesses will be introduced by 
the plaintiffs in an effort to show 
that the court should declare Mr. 
Manley ‘a bankrupt. 

Mr. Manley was asked to identify 
a list of assets which he had prepared 
some time ago. He stoutly refused 
to do this for a while, but later went 
over each item with Attorney Jones, 
with the result that assets, listed at 
that time to be worth more than $5,- 
000,000 in the aggregate, were termed 
practically worthless today. 

Refuses to Answer. 

“What are your assets, Mr. Man- 
ley?” asked Attorney Jones. 

“I can’t answer,” replied the banker. 

“See if this list you sent Judge 
Arthur Powell will refresh your mem- 
ory. 

Mr. Manley didn’t make a move,

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[t IS REPORTED that the great 

and only Toscanini, who has been 
resting from his duties as director of 
La Scala in Milan, Italy’s most im- 
portant lyric theater, will go to Rome 
as director of the Costanzi opera. The 
comment accompanying the report is 
that the Costanzi will then replace La 
Scala as Italy’s operatic center. 

‘The change, if it does come to pass, 
will be not unlike musical history in 
the United States, as it relates to 
Boston and New York. 


There is the difference, however, 
that Boston, once the musical hub of 
America, did not derive this prestige 
out of opera. The Bostonians have 
never been the opera fans New York- 
ers are, but the New England city 
did hold the palm for devotion to and 
support of absolute music, as embodied 
in symphony, chamber music and all 
the concert forms. 

The temporary disintegration of the 
Boston orchestra, a leading history 
maker in music in America, and the 
tardiness of its return to its former 
leadership (it has not yet arrived), 
was a negative reason for Boston’s en- 
forced loosening of the reins; while 
New York’s ability to pick them up 
and drive away with the situation was 
a positive reason. 


New York’s good fortune was due 
to many things—among them the 
great amount of money available from 
private sources for the subsidization 
of musical enterprise and the natural 
gravitation to New York, during and 
after the world war, of the great 
teachers and musicians from war-torn 
and poverty-ridden Europeaa centers 
of culture. This gravitation was natu- 
ral, in that New York is not only the 
metropolis best known abroad, but 
that it was the headquarters for relief 
movements for Kuropean musicians in 
distress, for the organized and delib- 
erate encouragement of exchange of 
cultures between America and Europe; 
and that it had apparently more 
money to put into the development of 
the musical life. 


HERE WAS no one person respon- 

sible for New York’s assuming of 
the new leadership. Rather was the 
change due to circumstances, in ad- 
dition to personages; and the person- 
ages were the moneyed promoters with 
an ideal. 

According to the fairly meager news 
reports from Italy, Toscanini is the 
only big figure looming out of the 
But it is not likely 


‘unique as it is, rests the change in 
ithe seat of the musical government” 


A closer inspection, if we could get 
‘it from this distance, would probably 
reveal that the new situation as re- 
gards Rome and Milan is probably 
not far different from that of New 
York and Boston—a transfer of pre- 
ponderance of power in the Eternal 
City, not in one lone artist, great as 
he is, but among the promoters who 
pull the strings. 


PIETRO MASCAGNI, by the way— 

yes, he wrote the “Intermezzo,” 
more’s the pity—is expected to arrive 
in this country from Italy in Septem- 
ber to conduct a first performance 
in America of his newest opera by 
the San Carlo Opera company in New 
York. I think the name of it is 
“Pietro Marat.” 

And also, while on the subject of 
Italy and music, I might note here 
for the benefit of those who find it 
all or more than they can do to keep 
up with European music after it gets 
_to America that Puccini’s last opera, 
“Turandot,” which is to be the great 
spectacular novelty at the Metropoli- 
tan the coming season, was an out- 
standing work chosen by that recog- 
nized master among all living masters 
of the stupendous as well as the ar-

Anyway, an American singer can 
suddenly, but in all propriety, be 
taken on at the Metropolitan directly 
from Keokuk, Iowa. hat is, directly 
from lowa by way of Paris, Italy or 
Berlin, especially in periods when 
there is much clamor for Americans 
on the home town stage. 

_But a European singer, even though 
his voice is the same whether his taxi 
fate across the ocean be paid by a 
lesser company or a greater, can lose 
a bit of glamor en route, or take it 
on, according to the company which 
is his destination. 

Therefore, if he does come over with 
the iesser organization, and then is 
able finally to hitch his wagon to the 
star of every opera singer’s ambition, 
there has first to be a lot of fine- 
drawn diplomacy to overcome his left- 
handed past.

Cottonseed May Be Stored 
As Collateral tor Loans 


Washington, August 27.—(/) — 
Storage of cottonseed under’ the 
United States warehouse act as col- 
lateral‘ for loan purposes will be per- 
mitted from now on under regulations 
announced today by the department 
of agriculture. Only what is known 


as prime cottonseed, however, may be 
stored, excepting seed stored for seed 
stock purposes. 

The regulations were adopted after 
extended investigations relating to the 
storage qualities of cottonseed and the 
kind of structures and equipment re- 
quired. Before the regulations were 
promulgated a preliminary draft was 
discussed with bankers, cottonseed oil 
and erusher interests and members of 
the federal reserve board. Every pre- 
caution has been taken to make the 
warehouse receipts sound and accept- 
able collateral. 

“While the regulations may seem 
drastic to some,” officials of the de- 
partment said, “it is felt that any less 
strict regulations would tend to de 
feat the prime purpose of storage un- 
der this law.
